Basis of the Maya civilization was 
a single agricultural staple, corn, it 
was noted. The civilization began 
when 
the Mayas burned off the 
jungle and planted corn and thus 
ceased to be nomads and became 
farmers. The civilization lasted 1.100 
years, but ultim ately collapsed be­ 
cause the Mayas did not develop 
agricultural tools. When the burned- 
off jungles became grassy fields, the 
pointed stick, which they used to 
cultivate the loose forest soil, proved 
useless, and the corn crops and the 
Maya economy languished and died.
